It was the cool of the evening of & summer’s
day as wo approached the grim outworks of the
buge city prison at Holloway. Close beslde it
is the residence of Lhe governor of the jail, and
there lnguiring, we were informed that he was
at that moment busy in his garden, There we
discovered him—the dreaded enforoer of the
law’s just gentence, the responsible custodian
of as much of brute ruttianism snd vieious cun-
ning and daripg villoing as suddenly ler loose
would merge the town in horror and dismny —
the mighty poleotate ut whose girdle, meta
phorically spenkipe, hung the masteér-key ol
five hundred fnst doors, belind wideh caplive
moen and women =ally prued or deflantly
scowled—there he was, serene and at his ense,
with the culls of his soser-grey gardcn jacket
turned baek, potterive about n rose-bush, sod
with noth'ng in his nppearance 1o denote him
any other (han a prosperous elderly gentleman
with a taste tor flower culture,

Vur visit was nol altogether unexpeeted,
alter o cheeriul greeting und i
cerning ¢hielly the Javordbie weather and the
ravages of slogs, and similar garden pests, the
governor couttenusly invited us to loliow him,
Pariing his privae garoen from tue prison is a
tall and massive pur o1 ga vs, within whach a
wurder sits constunily, These cued o us,
aud then was revealod o trim gravelled conrt-
yard, and ab the end of iU o seeond pair ol gates,
salicr, but more oymidabiv-dooging than the
first. More tervible, too, to coutemplate, a2

Betore entering the bath-room, the prisoner
sitips, and lenves his clothes ot the outer worla
ot Fn_- door, and they are ga bered ap und thrust
fnto a string net, and 20 they are baked and
purified, after which inventory ol them istaken,
and they are ticketed, and stowed away until
tlic expirution of the prisoner's senteoce sball
legallze his elnim 1o thow,

On the same deor with the hath-room are a set
of cells culled “reoepltion-cells” for the vse of
misoners who muey be brought in at a time
‘ convenlent for their medical evamination,
indigpensubie betore they way be ndmitied to
the body ol the prison. There were two such
case s on the evening of our visit, Just outside
the doors of the reception-cells were two bone-
dles euveloped 1o s net, aud, reposing on esch, &
pa tf of miry, dilapidated shoes, the property
ol the mdividen 5 who bhal come in lave. On
cell pumber oue being unlocked, there was dis-
closed, guspenacd o bemmock slung from wull
to wall, & quick-eyed, bullet-becaded youth of
tbe true thiet type.

He appeured perfectly comfortable and at his
